Subject:— Import of machinery, components thereof, equipment, other commodities 
and raw materials from the U.S.A. wider AID Loan No. 103, 

No. 102-ITC(PN)/65.—Attention of Importers is invited to Public Notice 
No. 52-ITC(PN)/64, dated the 24th June, 1904 as amended from time to time setting 
out the terms and conditions applicable to Import Licences granted under AID 
Loan No. 103 till the 31st March, 1965. 

2. The following further amendments to the aforesaid Public Notice is hereby 
notified: — 

I. In Annexure I (List of Eligible Items): Against item 1, for "Copper and 

Aluminium" substitute "Copper and Aluminium. Copper Scrap and 
Copper Base Alloy Scrap also eligible subject to the special conditions 
Included in Annexure XIV.” 

II. In Annexure XIV [As inserted by Public Notice No. 75-ITC(PN)/64, dated 

the 1th September , 19641 notifiying the special conditions applicable to 
certain items of import: 

Insert the following as item IX: — 

"IX. Copper Scrap and Copper Base Alloy Scrap. —If the import licence 
authorises import of copper scrap and/or copper base alloy scrap, the 
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importer should note that before procurement, "Notice to U.S. Business” 
Is necessary and take care that, in the "Notice to U.S. Business” sub¬ 
mitted by him, the description of the scrap is stated in terms of Cir¬ 
cular NF-58 of the National Association of Secondary Material Indus¬ 
tries Inc., (NASM1). (This does not, however, imply that the procure¬ 
ment should be effected from a member of the NASMI only). 

The contract concluded by the Importers with the U.S, Supplier must stipu¬ 
late that the supplier’s invoices and certifications as well as all ship¬ 
ping documents should carry the NF-58 classification. The contract 
should also stipulate, inter alia, for the production by the U.S. Sup¬ 
plier of (I ) an inspection certificate from a duly recognised inspection 
firm certifying that the commodity has been inspected at the pier and 
conform to the NF-58 specifications for the respective Code name and 
(ii) a certificate signed by the U.S. Supplier to the effect that before 
arranging the inspection, he had ascertained from the AID, Washington 
that the inspection firm referred to above is acceptable to the AID.” 

Subject: —Import of ‘Bromine’ (S. No. 13 in List I in - Appendix 28) falling under 
S. No. 22,311 V Of the I.T.C. Schedule during April 1905 —March 1906 
period. 

No. I08-rrC(PN)/«5. — Attention is invited to S. No- 13 in List I of Appendix 28 
to the Import Policy Book (Red Book) for the period April 1965 —March 1966 In 
terms of which ‘Bromine’ cannot be imported against the licences issued for 
Chemicals. 

2. In view of sufficient indigenous production of ‘Bromine’ in the country, it has 
been decided that Import of this item should not be allowed to any category of 
Importers including those under the Export Promotion Scheme.
